THE PENDING BYE-ELECTIONS | 
he elevation of Hon. Peter Talbot 
and Hon. Dr. De Veber to the Senate 


necessitates the holding of bye-elections 
in the Strathcona Federal constitu- 
ency and in the Provincial district of 
Lethbridge. The date of neither elec- 
tion has been announced, but as the 
Federal House is now in session and 
ac the Provincial Legislature convenes 
this week, it is improbable that the 


contest will be delayed. By holding the 


elections at an early date, the new- 


ly elected members would probably be 
enabled torepresent their constituencies 
during a portion of the present sessions 

The Strathcona constituency elected 


Mr. Talbot in the last general elections 


by a remarkable majority and while 


the late member was undoubtedly an 


unusually strong candidate there is 


nothing in the conditions or questions 
of the Federal arena today to justi- 
ty a change in the political complex- 
ton of the representation of that rid- 
ing. The issues in the bye-elections 
will be practically the issues of the 
last general election and the verdict 
then given so strongly in favor of the 
policy of the Government should be 
endoreed in the present centest by the 
return of the Liberal candidate by a4 
very substantial majority. Now as 
then the question of the hour is the 
construction of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific railway, and the eiectors will be 
given the opportunity of ratifying the 
demand they then made for the speedy 
completion of the enterprise.. The 
tariff issue remains now as in 1904, 
the choice bet ween moderation and prohi- 
bition advanced under the guise of 
“protection”. The establishment of 
Provincial institutions under the auton- 
omy bill has been secured under condi- 
tions which are making for the per- 
manent and rapid development of the 
country along every avenue of Provin- 
cial activity. The general administra- 
tion of the national affairs continues 
to be carried on in the efficient manner 
which has characterized the present 
Government. Under these circumstan- 
ces it is reasonable to expect the el- 
ectors of Strathcona to endorse in no 
uncertain manner the decision they 
gave on these questions in the general 
elections. 


Nor are there any apparent reasons 
why the place of Hon. Dr. DeVeber in 
Lethbridge should not be fill- 
ed by a supporter of the Pro- 
vincial Government. The conduct 
of Frovincial affairs has ainply 
fuifilliei the high expectztions -vith 
which the electors placed the manage- 
ment of those affairs in the hands of 
the Rutherford administration. The 
Government have taken up the 
diccharge of Provincial business 
in a business-like manner and 
though in power only a few 
months have already a7complished 
much in preparing the way for pro- 
gressive management. 
greater portion of the time has of ne- 
cessity been occupied in the organiza- 
tion of the machinery by which gov- 
ernment is carried on, the Minister: 
have shown a desire to meet the early 
conditions of the Province by the broad- 
er view of governmental duty ani op- 
portunity now dawning upon the older 
Pro...ces. [In so doing they have given 
evidence of both willingness and avility 
to utilize the iessons which Alperta 
may learn from her older sisters at the 
time when those lessons may most pro- 
fitably be turned to account. The fpiain 
duty of the Lethbridge electors is to 
retucn a worthy successor to Uon. Dr 
DeVeber in the person of a capableand 
enthusiastic eupporter of the Govern- 
ment of which he has been a member 
anc in the work of which he has borne 


an honorable part.
